unanimouſly rejected in others. Paſſive-obedience 
and wow-refftance are of a mild, gentle, and meek- 
ſpirited ſound: They have reſpect but to one fide 
of the relation between the ſoveraign and the 
ſubject, and are apt to fill the mind with no other 
ideas but thoſe, of peace, tranquility, and re- 
ſignation. To ſhewy this doctrine in thoſe black 
and odious colours that are natural to it, we ſhould 
conſider ĩt wick regard to the Prince as well as to 


the People: The queſtion will then take another 
turn, and it will not be debated whether reſiſtance 


may de lawful, Or whether we may take np arms 
againſt our Prince; but whether the Engliſh. form
